UNIQUE  1802  HALF  CENT  ERROR 

4463  1802  Half  Cent,  G-l,  new  style  reverse.  Overstruck  on  a double-struck  cent,  both 
impressions  from  the  cent  dies  being  off  center,  one  evidently  half  or  more, 
showing  only  STA  and  border,  the  other  only  border,  crossing  at  an  angle  indicat- 
ing that  they  must  have  overlapped  each  other  about  50% ! Though  all  1802’s  are 
overstruck  on  “spoiled”  cents,  usually  no  trace  of  undertype  shows,  or  at  most  a 
letter  or  part  of  border,  indicating  that  the  cent  was  originally  off  center.  This 
the  only  one  we  have  seen  on  a demonstrably  double-struck  undertype.  First 
identified  about  1965.  So  rare  that  the  grade  is  irrelevant,  but  for  the  record, 
Good,  everything  legible  except  TES  OF  A which  are  affected  by  the  undertype.

The  specimen  we  offer  is  a Proof,  the  Obverse  having  been  lightly  cleaned  long 
ago,  the  Reverse  approaches  Gem.  A classic  American  rarity  struck  at  the 
suggestion  of  John  Kasson,  U.S.  Minister  to  Austria  and  former  Chairman  of  the 
Senate  Committee  of  Coinage,  Weights  and  Measures.  The  coin  is  the  same 
approximate  value  as  Austrian  8 Florins,  French  20  Franc,  Italian  20  lire,  Span- 
ish 20  pesetas,  Dutch  8 Florins,  and  therefore  would  make  an  excellent  trade 
coin.  The  design  was  never  adopted  although  they  did  achieve  limited  circulation 
in  Washington  area.  RARE.  One  of  the  most  popular  of  all  U.S.  coins!

Scott  (2  years  ago)  states  ‘‘Unknown  in  Unc.,  Extremely  Rare  in  E.F.”  and 
values  AU  $1,250;  the  strong  demand  by  “CC”  collectors  (as  well  as  regular  gold 
collectors)  could  send  this  rarity  to  new  records.

$85,000.00.  It  is  indeed  an  outstanding  specimen  as  indicated  by  its  price  of 
$85,000.00.  The  “Sale  of  the  70’s”  specimen  then  becomes  the  “SECOND  CHOI- 
CEST AVAILABLE”.  It  was  described  there  as  follows: 

1858  VIRTUALLY  Uncirculated,  SHARP  STRUCK  WITH  NEARLY  FULL 
LUSTER,  WIRE  EDGE!  Only  the  faint  rubbing  in  field  keeps  it  from  being  a 
strictly  Uncirculated  “Gem”.  Scott  Catalogue  has  “R-6,  Unknown  in  Unc.  New 
head,  curls  detached  from  the  back  of  neck  and  separated  from  each  other,  the 
lower  curls  well  away  from  neckline.”

PROVISIONAL  UNITED  STATES  MINT  1851-1853 

From  1851  until  1853,  the  United  States  Government  ran  a provisional  mint  in  San  Francisco. 
During  the  first  months  of  operation  Augustus  Humbert  acted  as  the  U.S.  Assayer  while  Moffat 
& Co.  issued  the  coins.  Humbert  affixed  his  name  on  all  these  coins  until  the  formation  of  the 
U.S.  Assay  Office  in  1852.  From  then  until  its  closing  in  1853,  with  but  one  exception,  the  phrase 
United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  was  substituted  for  Augustus  Humbert. 

The  coinage  of  this  series  is  Unique  in  numismatics;  never  before  has  a mint  operated  so 
much  like  a branch  mint,  but  not  identified  as  such.  These  pieces  should  properly  be  included 

as  regular  U.S.  coinage,  and  as  such,  included  in  type  sets. 


FINE  SELECTION  OF  $50  GOLD  “SLUGS” 


No  coin  so  typifies  the  private  gold  issues  as  does  the  fifty-dollar  gold  piece.  Often  called  a 
slug,  quintuple  eagle,  golden  adobe,  or  ingot,  they  widely  circulated,  and  for  several  months 
were  the  only  private  gold  pieces  being  issued  in  the  West.

Coined  by  Joseph  Lesher  in  1900  and  1901  at  Victor,  Colorado,  these  octagon-shaped  (similar 
to  octagon  $50  California  gold  pieces  of  1851-1852)  were  USED  IN  TRADE  AND  STOCKED  BY 
VARIOUS  MERCHANTS,  who  accepted  them  in  payment  for  goods.  There  are  two  major 
issues:  1900  at  $1.25  and  1901  slightly  smaller  at  $1.  Space  was  left  at  the  bottom  so  the  number 
of  each  coin  could  be  punched  in  after  “No.”.  The  1901  issue  also  allowed  space  for  the  mer- 
chant to  have  his  name  and  address  punched  in  above  the  number.  All  are  now  Rare  with  many 
varieties  EXTREMELY  RARE.  They  properly  belong  to  the  “Silver  and  Gold  Coinage  of  the 
West”  with  the  major  types  listed  on  p.  247  of  the  Guidebook.  Farran  Zerbe  made  a study  of 
these  interesting  pieces  many  years  ago.  The  renewed  interest  has  led  to  additional  study 
which  we  expect  will  be  published  in  the  not-too-distant  future.
